FIELDS DESTROYED, OF WHICH 1,922 WERE DESTROYED BY USE OF

BOTH IN ZONE I AND II INTERDICTION PHASE OE CAMPAIGN HAS BEGUN. 
IN ZONE I, USING SOLIDERS FOR SUPPORT, MFJP ARE UTILIZING SEARCH 
AND DSTROY TACTICS. MOVEMENT OE SOLDIERS IS MADE DAY BEFORE 
TO VICINITY OF AREA THAT WILL BE APPROACHED AND 
INCOORDINATION WITH A PERDETERMINED SIGNAL AND TIME, 

THE GROUND TROOPS WILL APPROACH THE FARMING COMMUNITIES 
THAT ARE IN PROXIMITY TO THE OPIUM FIELDS ASSISTED BY 
A HELICOPTER THAT IS REPORTING THE MOVEMENT OF THE 
PEOPLE AT THE FARMING COMMUNITIES. THE REASON FOR 
THIS ACTION IS THAT PREVIOUSLY WHEN THE ARMY

AND TOPIS. 

3. MAINTENANCE: 

A. AVIATION ADVISOR CURRENTLY WORKING ON THE MAINTENANCE 
SYSTEM WITH AG COUNTERPARTS FOR THE CESSNA CITIATION. 

B. THE AG AERO SERVICES CHIEF OF MAINTENANCE (LOPEZ) 

ASSIGNED TO CULIACAN CONTINUES TO PEREORM IN AN OUTSTANDING 
MANNER. HIS RAPPORT WITH BOTH AMERICAN AND COLOMBIAN 
TEHCNICIANS HAS RESULTED IN A PRODUCTIVE EFFORT WITH THEIR 
MEXICAN COUNTERPARTS. 

C. THE VERGREEN EQUIPMENT TECHNICIAN (ATKINS) 

ASSIGNED TO CULIACAN IS UNDOUBTEDLY THE HARDEST WORKING 
AMERICAN IN ZONE I, WORKING AN AVERAGE OF TWELVE HOURS PER DAY. 

D. THE AG AERO SERVICES CHIEF OF MAINTENANCE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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(LT. PLATA) EXPRESSED HIS SATISFACTION WITH HIS MAINTENANCE 
PERSONNEL IN ZONE I UPON HIS RETURN FROM A FIVE DAY TDY TO 
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CULIACAN. HE NOTED THAT IN THE PAST THE WORK REQUIREMENTS 
WERE DEMANDING WITH NO PAY INCENTIVE EOR THE LONG HOURS AND 
DIEFICULT WORKING CONDITIONS, WHICH RESULTED IN A SERIOUS 
MORALE PROBLEM. HE UNDERSCORES THE DIEEERENTIAL PAY FOR THE 
MECHANICS AS THE PRIME EACTOR FOR INCREASED PRODUCTIVITY. 

NOTE: NAY PROGRAM OEEICER CASUALLY DISCUSSED THE PAY 
DIEFERENCE WITH SOME OF THE MECHANICS DURING REGENTS TDYS TO 
ZONE I AND ALL OE THE MECHANICS INDICATED THEIR WILLINGNESS 
TO WORK LONGER NOW THAT THEIR EEEORTS WERE FINALLY 
BEING RECOGNIZED AND REMUNERATED. 

4. AVIATION 

A. THE AG SENIOR STALE PLANNED, DEVELOPED AND IS 
RELIGIOUSLY IMPLEMENTING THE ROTATION SYSTEM EOR PILOTS 
BASED ON 20 DAYS OE WORK, LIVE DAYS AT HOME EOR R&R AND LIVE 
DAYS AT THE AG HANGAR EOR FLIGHT ASSIGNMENTS AS REQUIRED, 

PRIOR TO RETURNING TO THEIR BASE. THIS PLAN HAS BEEN 
DISCUSSED IN THE PAST BUT HAD NEVER BEEN UTILIZED UNTIL 

DR. GERTZ' SENIOR STALE TOOK ACTION. 

B. EOLLOWING THE RECENT STOL ACCIDENT AVIATION ADVISOR IS IN 
CONTACT WITH WASHDC TO OBTAIN THE SERVICES OE ANOTHER INSTRUCTOR/ 
PILOT IN ORDER TO RESUME THE TRAINING EOR THE STOL PILOTS. 

EURTHER PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS CONDUCTED IN MEXICO CITY DICTATED 
THAT BOTH STOL TRAINEES REQUIRED A SHORT RECOVERY PERIOD AT HOME 
DUE TO RIB AND CHEST INJURIES WHICH WERE DISCOVERED LATER. 

C. CAPTAIN PERTIDA REPLACED CPATAIN LOMELI AS THE 

CHIEF OF AVIATION OPERATIONS IN ZONE I WHILE LOMELI WAS ON 
A SHORT R&R. THE SITUATION BETWEEN THE VERGREEN CONTRACT 
PILOTS AND THEIR MEXICAN COUNTERPARTS TOOK AN IMMEDIATE CHANGE 
EOR THE BETTER WHICH INDICATES THAT PERSONALITIES WERE A PRIME 
EACTOR IN PAST DIEEERENCES. 

D. GENERALLY, AVIATION OPERATIONS IN ZONE I ARE NOW 

ON THE DECLINE AS THE HERBICIDE SPRAYING PROGRESS EXCEEDED 
AG SENIOR STAEF EXPECTATIONS. 
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E. THE MOST SIGNIEICANT ACCOMPLISHMENT DURING THISIH 
CAMPAIGN HAS BEEN 

THE 180 DEGREE TURN FOR TRADITIONAL LABOR 

INTENSIVE DESTRUCTION METHODS TO ALMOST TOTAL DEPENDENCE ON 
THE AERIAL SPRAYING OF HERBICIDES. 
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F. MOPSS AND OTHER DETECTIVE SYSTEMS: 

1. OPERATIONS AND TRAINING 

A. MISSION 65 FLOWN 25 FEB OVER THE MOHINOR/ 

CERRO DEL TRISTE AREA ACQUIRED EOUR MILTI-SPECTRAL (M) PHOTO 
FLIGHT LINES IN THE 1:15 MINUTES THAT THE AIRCRAET WAS OVER 
THE AREA. SIXTY-SIX LIVE FIELDS WERE DETECTED, IDENTIFIED 
AND LOCATED ALONG WITH 27 MORE PROBABLES.(NOTE: MISSION 38 
ON 5 IAN WAS THE FIRST MOPS MISSION FLOWN THIS CALENDAR YEAR.) 

B. 

ON 1 MARCH, MISSION 66 WAS FLOWN OVER THE AREA 
BETWEEN BADIRAGUATO AND LLANO GRANDE (SINALOA). TEN ELIGHT 
LINES WERE ACCOMPLISHED INDICATING A MOVE TO INCREASE THE 
PRDUCTIVITY OE EACH SORTIE. INLOADING THE CAMERA MAGAZINE 
BEEORE FLIGHTS, THE AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHER INADVERTENTLY LOADED 
THE MS EILM IN THE MAPPING CAMERA AND VICE VERSA. THE 
RESULTS: A BUSTED MISSION WITH MAPPING INEORMATION BUT NO 
MS DATA. THIS SORTIE WAS TO HAVE BEEN THE EIRST OF A SERIES 
OF VERFICATION MISSIONS DIRECTED BY PROGRAM COORDINATOR DURAN. 
THIS MISSION AREA WAS SELECTED FOR THE EIRST VERIFICATION SORTIE 
BECAUSE A DEA REP HAS ACCOMPANIES HELICOPTER SPRAY MISSIONS THERE 
ON TWO DIFFERENT DAYS LAST WEEK. HE PROVIDED THE MOPS UNIT 
DETAILS OF MISSION PLANNING INFO SUCH AS SPECIFIC AREAS SPRAYED, 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SPRAY DATES, AND HERBICIDE MIXTURES USED - DESIRES INFO NOT 
AVAILABLE THROUGH THE LOOSE MEXICAN REPORTING SYSTEM. THIS TYPE 
INFO IS NECESSARY TO HELP THE MOPS PHOTO ANALYIST GAIN EXPERIENCE 
EARLY IN VERIFYING RECENTLY SPRAYED AND DEAD FIELDS. 

C. THREE MS PHOTO MISSIONS WERE ATTXEMPTED OVER THE 
GENERAL AREA AS MISSION 66 ON MARCH 2 AND 3. CLOUD COVER OVER 
THE TARGET AREA CAUSED ONE MISSION TO ABORT AND THE OTHER TWO 
TO DIVERT TO SECONDARY VISUAL SCOUTING MISSIONS. 

D. COMPLETED ANALYSIS OF DATA FROM MISSION 64 FLOWN 

THE LAST REPORTING PERIOD OVER THE RIO HUAMAYA PROVIDED A TOTAL 
OF 42 LIVE FIELDS AND AN ADDITIONAL 24 PROBABLES. 

E. ONTRAC 2 NAVIGATION SYSTEM TRAINING FOR THE FOUR 
PILOTS REMAINS INCOMPLETE. INFO OTHER THAN THAT AVAILABLE 
LAST WEEK INDICATES THAT TWO PILOTS (PACHECO AND OLIVARIA) HAVE 
EACH HAD ABOUT FIVE HOURS OF TRAINING FROM TOM HENDERSON, 

ELECTRONIC COMPONENTS CORP REP. OLIVARIA 

HAS NOT BEEN TOLD THAT HE HAS FULLY CHECKED-OUT AND PACHECO 
WAS NOT AVAILABLE FOR COMMENT. THE OTHER TWO PILOTS (MOSQUEDA 
AND ARANO) HAVE HAD NO ONTRAC 2 TRAINING. 

THE PILOTS ARE TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED TO GO ON LEAVE AS FOLLOWS: 

PACHECO ON OR ABOUT 22 MARCH, MOSQUEDA ON OR ABOUT 14 MARCH, ARANA 
ON OR ABOUT 5 MARCH, AND OLIVARIA 22 MARCH, BUT HE WILL BE 
AVAILABLE IN THE CULIACAN AREA. 

2. MAINTENANCE 

A. ONE MOPS MISSION PLANNED FOR 27 FEB ON AERO COMMANDER 
XC-BEL WAS CANCELLED DUE TO THE SAME UNCLEARED 
HYDRAULIC AND TRIM DESCREPANCIES REPORTED LAST WEEK. PARTS 
WERE ORDERED AND THE AIRCRAFT REPAIRED, TEST FLOWN AND CALLED 
IN COMMISSION FOR MISSION 66 MARCH 1. 

B. AERO COMMANDER XC-GOZ WAS RETURNED FROM MEXICO 
CITY 2 MARCH FROM ITS 400-HOUR INSPECTION. IT WAS AWAY FROM 
CULIACAN 12 DAYS ON AN INSPECTION WHICH THE AIRCRAFT MAN- 
FACTURER STATES SHOULD TAKE ABOUT 40 MAN HOURS. 

3. PLANS 
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AS INDICATED IN PARA IB ABOVE, MEXICAN REPORTING 
IS NOT SUFFICIENTLY DETAILED TO PROVIDE FOR GOOD VERIFICATON 
MISSIONPLANNING. PROGRAM COORDINATOR DURAN'S STAFF HAS MADE 
NO MOVE TO ASSIST THE MOPS UNIT IN DEVELOPING A VERIFICATION 
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PROGRAM, OTHER THAN TO ASSIGN THE GENERAL AREA CULIACAN-TO-CHOIX 
TO MOPS. QUINONES AND ZAPATA OF THE MOPS UNIT WERE BROUGHT 
TOGETHER WITH DEA PILOTS OPERATING FROM LOS MOCHIS AND MAZATLAN 
AND THE VERGREEN PILOT OPERATING FROM CHOIX TO GET THE STRAIGHT 
WORD AND ASK QUESTIONS IF NECESSARY. THE MOPS UNIT HAS ENOUGHT 
INFO NOW RELATIVE TO SPRAY DATES, CHEMICAL MIXTURES 
USED, AND SPECIFIC AREAS WORKED AROUND CHOIX AND IN THE 
MAZATLAN AREA NORTH OF 24 DEGREES NORTH, TO BEGIN VERIFICATION 
THERE AND TO LEARN AS THEY GO HVE TO RECOGNIZE RECENTLY SPRAYED 
AND DESTROYED FIELDS. 

4. RECURRING PROBLEMS 

MEXICAN HIGHER AUTHORITIES CONTINUE TO PREEMPT PLANNED 
AERO COMMANDER MS MISSIONS. AS REPORTED LAST WEEK, SIX RECENT 
MS MISSIONS WERE CANCELLED DUE TO THE PROGRAM COORDINATOR'S 
ORDER TO FLY SIX VISUAL SCOUT MISSIONS. 

G. COMMUNICATIONS 

A. INSTALLTION OFSSB BASE STATION WERE COMPLETED IN 

ZONE I, NOW LINKING CULIACAN WITH LOS MOCHIS, TOPIA, SAN JOSE 
DEL LLANO, MAZATALN, GUAMUCHIL AND DURANGO CITY. 

B. AN ADDITIONAL BASE STATION WAS TEMPORARILY INSTALLED 

IN ONEOF THE MOPSS VANS LOCATED AT THE CULIACAN AIRPORT; THIS 
NOW PROVIDES DIRECT COMMUNICATIONS WITH THE ZONE BASES AND WITH 
THE AG HANGAR IN MEXICO CITY. 

C. PORTABLE BATTER OPERATED HF-SSB UNITS WITH 
FREQUENCIES WHICH ARE COMPATIBLE WITH THE BASE STATIONS AND 
RW AIRCRAFT HE RADIOS WERE DISTRIBUTED IN CONFORMITY WITH THE 
REQUIREMENTS INDICATED BY LIC. DURAN ZAMBRANO, ZONE I 
ERADICATION CAMPAIGN COORDINATOR FOR THE AG OFFICE. 

D. AG AVIONICS TECHNICIAN (TERRONES) WAS IN CHARGE OF 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE INSTALLTIONS WITH TECHNICAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 
PROVIDED BY USG TDY TECHNICAINS. UNDOUTEDLY, THE LEADTIME 
FOR THE HF-SSB NETWORK INSTALLATIONS COULD HAVE BEEN DECREASED 
IF THE ENG. JIMINEZ VARGAS CONTRACT PROBLEM COULD HAVE BEEN 
RESOLVED SOONER. 

E. THE HF-SSB NOW PROVIDES A VITAL COMMUNICATIONS NETWORK 

FOR EFFECTIVE CONTROL OF THE ERADICATION AND INTERDICTION ACTIVITIES 
IN THE NORTHWESTERN SECTOR AND ALSO PROVIDES A CRITICAL LINK WITH 
THE MEXICO CITY AG HQS. 
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H. HERBICIDES 

1. DURING RECENT TDYS TO OBSERVE AND DISCUSS THE ERADICATION 
ACTIVITIES IN ZONE I, THE FOLLOWING POINTS WERE COVERED BY A JOINT 
GROUP WHICH AT DIEFERENT TIMES WAS COMPRISED OF DEA, NAU, AG, 
EVERGREEN, AG AERO SERVICES AND MOPSS REPRESENTATIVES. 

A. THE MODEL 212 SPRAYS ABOUT THREE TIMES AS MUCH GROUND 
AREA PER LOAD AS DOES THE 206. HOWEVER, SHORTER TURN-AROUND TIME 
FOR THE 206 RESULTS IN AN OVERALL PRODUCTIVITY RATIO OF ABOUT 1.5 
TO 1 IN FAVOR OF THE 212. 

THE MICRO-FOIL SPRAYS SIX-TENTHS OF A GALLON OF ACTUAL 
HERBICIDE (2-4-D) PER ACRE AND COVERS 25 ACRES (ABOUT 10 HECTARES) 

PER LOAD WITH APPROXIMATELY 300 GALLONS OF MIXTURE (BOTH HERBICIDE AN 
D 

WATER). 

HOWEVER, UNDER NORMAL OPERATING CONDITIONS, THE BELL 212 REQUIRES 
AN AVERAGE OF 45/50 MINUTES TO SPRAY A LOAD OP CHEMICAL AS OPPOSED 
20/25 MINUTES POR THE BELL 206 TO SPRAY AN AVERAGE LOAD OP CHEMICAL. 
THUS FOR EVERY THREE LOADS SPRAYED BY THE BELL 212, THE BELL 206 
WILL SPRAY FIVE LOADS. 

IN TERMS OF LITERS/HECTARES, THIS EQUALS 5.94 LITERS 
OF ACTUAL HERBICIDE (2-4-D) PER HECTARE SPRAYED 

BY MICROFOIL, AND COVERS 10. 1 HECTARES PER LOAD WITH APPROXIMATELY 

I, 860 LITERS OP MIXTURE (BOTH 
HERBICIDE AND WATER). 

THE SIMPLEX II SPRAYS .57 GALLON OF ACTUAL HERBICIDE 
(2-4-D) PER ACRE AND COVERS 8.65 ACRES PER LOAD WITH 9.8 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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GALLONS OF MIXTURE (BOTH HERBICIDE AND WATER). IN TERMS OF 
LITERS/HECTARES, THIS EQUALS 5.7 LITERS OE ACTUAL HERBICIDE 
(2-4-D) PER HECTARE AND COVERS 3.5 HECTARES PER LOAD WITH 320 
LITERS OF MIXTURE (BOTH HERBICIDE AND WATER). 

B. BEST TACTICAL ROTARY WING SPRAY UNIT: THERE WAS 

A LOGICAL SPLITTING OF OPINIONS BETWEEN THE 212 SPRAY PILOTS 
AND THEIR 206-B SPRAY COUNTERPARTS. WHILE ONE AIRCRAFT IS MORE 
MANEUVERABLE, LESS EXPENSIVE TO MAINTAIN AND OPERATE AND FLYS 
SLOWER AND LOWER, THE LARGER MODEL 212 HAS A LARGER PAYLOAD, 

TWO TURBINES EOR HIGH-RISK FLYING OVER THE MOUNTAINS, AND SPRAYS 
AT A HIGHER SPEED BUT ALSO HIGHER ALTITUDE. IN SUM, THE 
CONSENSUS WAS TO COMPRISE THE SPRAYING TASK EORCES OF BOTH 
TYPES OF RW SPRAY AIRCRAFT TO MEET ANY TERRAIN CONDITIONS. 

BOTH CAPTAINS SOLA AND PARTIDA (AG AERO SERVICES) COMPLAINED 
THEY HAD NOT BEEN CONSULTED BY THE AG OEFICE PREVIOUSLY SO 
THAT THEY MIGHT PRESENT THEIR PROFESSIONAL AND TECHNICAL 
JUDGEMENTS ON HERBICIDE SPRAYING. NOTE: CAPTAINS SOLA AND 
PARTIDA WERE THE TWO PILOTS WHO WORKED CLOSELY WITH AVIATION 
ADVISOR FORD DURING THE TESTING PERIOD OE THE HERBICIDES IN 
MID-OCTOBER OF 1975. 

C. FOR FUTURE SPRAYING OPERATIONS, THE ONLY MANNER TO 
DETERMINE THE MOST EFFECTIVE MIXTURE OF CHEMICALS TO OBTAIN THE 
QUICKEST KILL WILL DEPEND ON CONTINUOUS TESTING IN THE FIELD 
AND MAKING THE PROPER ADJUSTMENTS TO COMPENSATE FOR VARYING 
CONDITIONS OF PLANTS, TERRAIN AND TEMPERATURE. THIS WILL 
REQUIRE CONTINUOUS EOLLOWUP GROUND INSPECTIONS OF SELECTED 
FIELDS IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE SPRAYING OPERATIONS TO MAKE THE 
NECESSARY ADJUSTMENTS AND MINIMIZE THE RESPRAYING. 

D. REDUNDANCY FACTOR: GIVEN THE NUMBER OF FIELDS 

REPORTED DESTROYED THROUGH SPRAYING OPERATIONS, THE REDUNDANCY 
FACTOR BECOMES CRITICAL. LIC. DURAN ZAMBRANO STATED HE THOUGHT 
THE REDUNDANCY FACTOR COULD BE AS HIGH AS 20 PERCENT, TAKING 
INTO CONSIDERATION RESPRAYING (EITHER BY ACCIDENT OR DESIGN) 

AND THE HUMAN TENDENCY, IN SOME CASES, TO EXAGGERATE RESULTS. 
SENIOR STAEF MEMBER SOLIS HAD INDICATED ON A 

DIFEERENT OCCASION HE BELIEVED THE REDUNDANCY FACTOR COULD BE 
AS HIGH AS 15 PERCENT. 

E. SENIOR STAEF MEMBER SOLIS IS ADAMANT THAT AS LONG 

AS THERE IS DOUBT CONCERNING THE TOTAL NUMBER OF FIELDS DES- 
TROYED, THE VERIEICATION SYSTEM IS DEFICIENT AND MUST BE IMPROVED 
THROUGH ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY. THE STEERING COMMITTEE IS SYMPA- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THETIC TO THIS POSITION AND ALTERNATE APPROACHES ARE BEING 
EXPLORED.
